The  Mississippi  Normal  College  will  open  its  doors  for 
students  on  Wednesday,  September  18th,  1912.  A  strong 
faculty  has  been  selected,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
the  college  will  open  with  a  full  attendance  of  students. 

The  courses  of  study  have  been  arranged  with  a  view  of 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  hundreds  of  teachers  of  the  state 
who  wish  to  improve  their  equipment  for  teaching,  and  also, 
for  the  other  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  preparing  to 
take  up  the  work  of  teaching.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  first 
year  of  the  course  will  cover  a  thorough  review  of  all  the  com- 
mon school  branches.  The  completion  of  this  year's  work 
should  enable  any  student  to  pass  a  creditable  examination  for 
first  grade  license.  Students  who  come  from  high  schools,  and 
teachers  who  have  had  experience  in  the  school  room,  should 
not  find  it  necessary  to  take  this  first  year  nor  perhaps  the 
second.  Indeed,  we  expect  many  teachers  of  maturity  and 
experience  to  be  able  to  finish  the  full  professional  course  in 
less  than  two  years.  To  this  end  the  recitation  schedule  will 
be  arranged  with  as  much  flexibility  as  possible  so  as  to  enable 
students  to  take  work  that  is  exactly  adapted  to  their  needs, 
regardless  of  the  year  in  which  their  chief  work  is  located. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  constantly  that  this  institution  is 
intended  primarily  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  rural  schooh  of 
our  state.  The  spirit  of  the  college  will  be  the  spirit  of  ideal 
country  life  as  nearly  as  it  is  possible  to  secure  this.  Each 
student  will  be  imbued  with  this  spirit  as  fully  as  possible. 
All  the  work  of  the  college  will  tend  to  magnify  the  ideals  and 
possibilities  of  rural  life  and  it  will  be  the  ambition  of  the 
president  and  faculty  to  send  each  teacher  back  home  inspired 
with  determination   to   be   an   active   and  potent  factor  in  the 
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iiitelle3tuil,  spiritual  and  industrial  development  of  this  rural 
state  of  ours. 

We  want  the  teachers  of  Mississippi  to  feel  that  this  col- 
lege is  their  home.  We  want  to  make  the  college  of  as  much 
assistance  to  them  as  possible,  and  to  this  end  we  invite  them 
to  correspond  with  us  as  to  their  needs. 

lEntranrp  OInn&tttnns 

Age,  etc.  Only  students  who  are  of  a  minimum  age  of 
tifteen  years,  and  of  good  moral  character  will  be  admitted  to 
the  college. 

Scholarship.  The  law  provides  that  ''no  one  shall  be 
eligible  to  admission  to  this  school  who  shall  not  have  com- 
pleted the  studies  or  course  provided  by  law  for  the  common 
public  schools  of  the  state." 

The  completion  of  the  common  school  course  shall  be  evi- 
denced by  either  (1)  a  certificate  signed  by  a  teacher  and  the 
county  superintendent  of  education  of  the  county  from  which 
the  student  comes,  or  (2)  by  an  entrance  examination  which 
will  be  given  on  arrival  at  the  college. 

Advanced  Standing.  (1)  Students  who  have  done  work 
beyond  the  common  school  course  will  be  given  credit  for  same 
and  admitted  to  advanced  standing.  (2)  Teachers  of  one  or 
more  years  experience  will  be  admitted  and  allowed  to  take 
such  work  as  they  may  select,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
president. 

Tuition.  The  law  provides  that  ''tuition  shall  be  free  to 
all  students  of  Mississippi  who  give  a  written  pledge  to  teach 
for  a  period  of  three  years  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state,  two 
years  of  which  shall  be  in  the  rural  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  the  students  reside,  provided  the  students  can  secure  a 
school  in  said  county." 

All  others  will  be  required  to  pay  a  tuition  charge  of  six 
dollars  ($6.00)  for  each  term  of  six  weeks,  payable  in  advance. 
The  only  other  charge  will  be  a  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars 
($5.00),  payable  on  entrance  by  all  students.

Board.  For  all  students  occupying  rooms  in  the  dormi- 
tories, board  will  be  furnished  at  cost.  It  is  not  expected  that 
this  will  be  more  then  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  per  month,  while  it 
may  be  that  the  cost  can  be  made  less  than  this. 

Rooms  in  the  dormitories  are  free   to  Mississippi  students. 

Each  room  in  the  dormitories  will  accommodate  two 
students,  and  is  provided  with  two  clothes  closets,  two  single 
beds,  mattresses  and  pillows,  a  table,  three  chairs,  a  dresser, 
a  stationary  wash  basin  with  hot  and  cold  water.  Each 
student  will  provide  his  own  ^sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels, 
blankets  (or  quilts)  and  bed  spreads. 

Division  of  Session.  Each  annual  session  will  consist  of 
six  terms  of  six  weeks  each,  followed  by  a  special  summer 
term  of  six  weeks.  This  summer  term  will  provide  regular 
work  for  all  students  who  wish  to  continue  their  studies  into 
the  usual  vacation  period,  and  for  all  teachers  who  wish  to  do 
vacation  work  that  will  count  toward  the  completion  of  one  of 
the  regular  courses.  In  addition,  there  will  be  given  the 
special  lecture  courses  usually  given  in  summer  normals. 

Date  of  Opening.  The  session  of  1912-1913  will  open  on 
Wednesday,  September  18th,  1912.  The  other  terms  will  begin 
as  follows:  Second  term,  November  4th^  Third  term,  December 
16th:  Fourth  term,  February  3rd:  Fifth  term.  March  17th, 
Sixth  term,  April  28th;  Seventh  term,  June  9th,  thus  making 
the  summer  term  close  on  July  17th. 

Students  may  enter  at  the  beginning  of  any  term  and  find 
work  suited  to  their  needs.  It  will  be  noted  that  those  who 
teach  six  or  seven  months  in  the  fall  and  winter  may  easily 
arrange  to  enter  the  Normal  College  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Sixth  term  (April  28th)  and  thus  have  the  benefit  of  two  full 
terms,  or  twelve  weeks,  before  the  work  closes  in  July.

There  will  be  two  courses  offered.  One,  a  certificate 
course,  covering  three  years,  leading  to  a  certificate  which  will 
be  equivalent  to  a  five-year  license  to  teach  in  any  county  in 
the  state.     The  other,  a  professional  course,  consisting  of  four 
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years,  leading  to   a   degree  and  a  professional  license  to  teach 
in  the  state  for  life. 

These  two  courses  over-lap  so  that  the  second  and  third 
years  of  the  certificate  course  correspond  identically  with  the 
first  and  second  years  of  the  professional  course.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  time  required  to  complete  both  courses  will  be 
four  years  for  those  not  needing  the  review  given  first  year.
